and play reakes. The meaning then of the Pro- 
phetis, that the wicked, that before the obraine- 
ment of his purpoſe was proud inwardly, but yet 

in policie repreſſed it, would now be proud ont- 
| wardly, andopen the flood-gates, that the current 
might runneamaine. And ſurely ſo it is oftentimes, 
{ that as Sax hid himſelfe in the ſtuffe, when hee was 
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to be choſen King z ſo thewickedin the like'caſes, 
when they looke, either by eleQion,or other means, 
to get this or that, very cloſely hide,though not with 
Saul, themſelues,yet their filthy ſtuffe and baggage 
within? And that with no lefſe ſabtill {leighrs, | 
then once Rabel hid the Idols, Rahab the Spies: They | 
will make euen thoſe,that doe more narrowly marke 
them, beleeue, that they haue diſcarded, and ſent | 
away packing thoſe corruptions, which yet lye ſe- 
cretly harboured in the cloſets of theit.hearts. As 
Rahab bore the erichuntines in hand, the Iſraelites 
were gone away, when as they lay hid vnder the 
Ralkes of Flaxe; vponthe roote of the houſe. Such 
ftalkes of 6laxe, ſuch doakes of ſhame, as the Apoſtle 
ſpeaketh, as it were the torne ragges and worne 
[hooes of thoſe guilefull Gieomites,haue all ſuch that 

walkecraftily, to hide their filthineſle from the eyes 
of the world. In which regard the Scripture very | 
fitly hath called them gener«tions of Vipers: for as the 

Viper hath his teeth buried in his gummes, ſo that 

one would thinke it were a harmeleſſe beaſt, and 

could not bite; fo alſo haue theſe deceitfull hypo- 

crites their ſecret corners and conueyances,wherein 
they Io cunningly couch their wickednefle,that one

| but alto paſt, and to come. 
For the time preſent, how many are there groſe- 
tainted with many horrible finnes, which ar in 
no caſe they will be brought to {ce or acknowledge, 
nay,ſo far are they blinded through /elfe-love, and 
ſelfe-deceit, that they will be at daggers drawing 
| with any that ſhall offer tolay ſnch matters to their 
charge. The Phariſce cackles and crakes in the Gol- 
| pell, that hee is not vwww/i, nor an extoriioner; hee 
thought himſelfefree enough trom thoſe (innes,and 
yet our Sauiour, who could not be decciued, faſte- 
neth this imputation vpon that whole cribe, that 
howſocuer the outſide of the cup and platter were 
very exquiſitely munditied, yet the inſide was full 
of rauenings and wickedneſſe : Wherevpon he exhor- 
teth them 
which euen ſwimmed with bloud, 'in regard the 
meatesin them were gotten byeuill meanes, as by

Thraſoxically to boaſt, that if Popery and perſecution 
of the uch ſhould againe re-enter, yet they would 
neuer ſhrink.But a notable example for this purpoſe 
is that of Peter, who had fo opened his eares to the |

truth,forewarning him of his three-fold denyall;hee 
could not be per{waded there was ſo much wicked- 
nes in his heart.

So Herod 
reuerenced 794n,and did many things in obedience 
to his doctrine. So likewiſe did Saul reuerence $4- 
meelſhewing great humility in hiding himſelf, when 


gainftthe Philiftims, and in deſtroying of Witches; 
ur mercy allo and moderation in ſparing and 

rgiuing thoſe wicked people that deſpiſed him, 
&c.yet,for all this, his endavas fearctull, God tooke 
away his mercy from him. And therefore the obe- 


ceitfull:clſe God would not,as he threatneth by the 
Prophet, ble? ir out, who accordiug to Nehemiahs 
prayer wipes not outany ofthe good ſeruices of his 
children. 

Thar this deceitfulneſſe may the better appeare,

The beſt of Gods children are often ouertaken 
with diuers linnes, and with ſome one morethan 
with another, and ſo faile more in the breach of 
ſome commandement then of another: yet ſtillthey | 
keepe that commandement in regard of the bene 
oe affe&ion of their hearts, they conſent with Paul 
to the law, euen in that commandement they moſt 
breake, that it is holy and good. Now when wee fay 
true obedience is eatholigue and wmuerſall, the kee- 
ping of all the commandements, it is to be vnder- 
food of this habituall obedience, when with David 
we looke towards or haxe reſþ:& to them all.Loe then 
the deceit of the Temporaries obedience. Though 
they doe many things as Herod and 1udas, yer they 
liuein the habituall breach of ſome one commande- 
ment at leaſt.

I anſiwere, that is to be 
vnderſtood of one kinde of the cemporaries, namely, 
thoſe that are noted out by the ory groundzand 
not of the ſecond ſort of Texporartes, which are r6| 
preſented to vs by the thorny ground; for the verig 
riſe ourSauiour vſethin that parable muſtneedsim- 
ply that as the fory ground went beyond the high- 
way, fo the thorny | goes beyond the ory; which 
cannot be otherwiſe then in this, that the thornie 
| grounds fruit can well endure the heat of the ſunng, 
and is not periſhed that way, as was the ſtonie 
grounds, but onely by her owne thornes. Of this 
ſort of Temporaries was 1udas Alexander, & the relt 
aboue named, in whom the good ſeede was ouer- 
| throwne, not by the parching ſunne of perſecution, 
| which in ſome meaſure oay endured, but by the 
| choacking thornes of couetouſnes, ambition,and ſuch 
like carrupt affeftions. The temporary beleeuer 
| then may proceede thus farre,to ſuffer : but as yet} 
Paul telleth the Galathians, iz vazne, becauſe he fob 
| fereth not ſincerely, and with a good minde : for 
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hethat ſuffererh aright,mulſt ſu ferin denyal of ne. 


ſelfe, and his owne carnall aftetions, according ro 
our Sauiours dire&tions,giuen to al! ſuch,whom hee 
calleth to be his Diſciples. 1fany may, faith he, will 
be my Diſciple, he muſs denie himelfe, and take wp the 
croſſe. It is not enough l1mply to take vp the croile, 
but firſt he muſt deny himſelfe, and fo take vp the 


croſle. But the temporary ſeekes himſelfe in taking 


vp the croſle. They are his owne proud, ambi- | 
tious, vain-glorious, couetous affetions, thatmake | 
him ſtoope to take vp the crofle. The fruit of the 
thorxy ground is able indeede to beare the heate of 
the Sunne, and is not conſumed therewith, as the 
fony grounds : but whats the reaſon ? becauſe the 
thornes couering it doe fenſe off the Sunne. And 
whats the reaſon our thorny Temporary is lo ready 
ſometime to run himlelfe into the bryers of perſe- 
cution, but that the thorne of ſome wicked luſt or | 
other is.a ſpur in his ſide ? Marke the beſt of the | 
Temporariesin their ſufterings,and you ſhall ſee,that 
for all the thornes of perſecution, wherewith the 
aduerſfaries pricke thgm, they ſtill continue prick- 


Ing their owne ſoules with the thornes of coue- 


prickes them forward to the ſuffering of the other 
thornes; as in 7#das, he looked one day for a good 
day, he hoped to haue no meane place in Chriſts 
temporal kingdome, and withall in preſent he fclr 
the ſiveet of carrying the bagge. He carried the 
croſſe on his backe, that he might carry the bagge in | 
his hands. The delight and comfort he tooke in lic- 
king his fingers after the receipt of rhe — 
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| him willingly indure the little pain of his back. The 
bag inthe hand was a ſtafteand prop to vphold his 
backe from linking vaderthe burthen of the Crodle, 


| The ſweetnefle, not of Gods lowe ſhed into bus heart, 
| but of mnans love ſhed into hu hands, was that which 
allayed the ſowrenes of the croſle, So with other, 
the coole winde,not of Gods, but of mens prailes;is 
that which refreſheth them in the skorching of thi 
Sunne, and maketh them with ſome comfort bear;

But where there 1s 
likenefle of manners, there calily will hearts be glu- 
ed, and riueted together. Now the vpright in 
heart are according to Gods.owne heart, and there- 
fore, as Salomon (ayes, they are his delight. The Lord 
ſo loueth the truth in the inward parts ,. that hee 
himſelfe with his owne mouth will commend ; yea,
